world twice, for he followed the sea 
for eight years, running away from 
an English vessel and sailing on U. 
S. boats. 


In 1890, "Barney," who was sail- 


ing with the H. M. S. Folthfarshire, 
when the boat put into Calcutta, de- 
.sorted the English boat and joined- 
'the S. S. Shenocoah, which took him 
to Australia; 
Balparrisca, Chile; 


Cape Town, South Africa; Durbban, 
east Coast of Africa; and then to 
Glasgow, Scotland. 


There "Barney" joined the Amer- 


ican vessel Ulundern sailed to Car- 
diff, Wales; Halifax, and Nova Sco- 
tia where he joined the 
Mathew 


Baird find set out for Rio de Jan- 
eiro; Santos, Brazil; 
Marseilles, 


France; Trapini, Italy; finally com- 
ing back to Boston. 


In Portland, Me., the Crusader 


took "Barney's fancy and he board- 
ed her and set sail for Hamberg, 
Germany; 
Havre 
and 
Bordeaux, 


France. Then camp the first disas- 
ter in "Barney's" seafaring life, he

Fred Miner. "The problems we had 
to face were two in number: to save 
the heat w.Mch ordinarily goes out, 
through the exhaust pipe, and to re- 
duce the amount of energy turned 
into power to a minimum, increas- 
ing the heat efficiency of the en- 
srine. 


"We got the heat from the ex- 


haust by piping it through the boil- 
er and have made the combustion 
chambers larger and set the spark 
back to make the engine, turn with 
the least amount of work. As it is 
now our heating plant is 84 per 
cent efficient."

home-made bread and butter, and pumpkin pia 
one and one-half inches thick.

member we did not have to eat our pie with a 
fork or fold our napkins and wait until all were 
done eating but took our pie in hand and went 
to the water pail in the corner and took a drink 
from the tin dipper and went out to help the 
dog dig out a woodchuck.
